WAR NEWS. 


» WEDNESDAY’S SUMMARY. 

* The RoMiani are concentrated at Liao- 
I yang, with a front extending along the 
f railway to Haioheng on the loatb and 
Mnrkden on the north. The advance 
gaard is near the Molien Pate. The First 
Japanese Army, that of General Enroki, 
il advanoing in two oolamni; one, directly 
along the road to Liaoyang, hy way of 
Kwantieneen, the eeoond np the valley of 
thi Ai River. The northerly march of this 
latter oolnmn is anderiaken in the inten¬ 
tion of catting off the Raiiian retreat 
along the railway north of Mokdon An¬ 
other Japanese army ot nnknown compoi- 
ition and strength recently landed at 
Dsknshan and is heading op the Dayan 
Valley toward Haioheng. Yesterday the 
Japanese landed another body at troops, 
said to be 20,000 strong, on the sboreaof 
the Gulf of Pecbili, near Newohang, to 
envelop the Russian right flank. The 
Japanese, it will be observed, are ready 
throwing a net around the Russians, w^io 
eanuot retreat to the west because they 
would therefore violate the neutral ter¬ 
ritory of Mongolia. It is not the defeat 
and the driving back of the Ruasians tUat 
is Bought. it is the utter destruction 
or capitulation ot Kuropatkin's army. 

The Russian Commander In-Chief 
^ qui'e understands the position of affairs, 
>. and is said to favor the abandonment of 
Port Arthur—altnough it is somewhat late 
for that—and the retirement of tlie Port 
Arthur garrison and the main Kuseian 
army to Harbin, in Northern Manchuria 
I Viceroy Alexieff cpi)Ose8 this for political 
f reasons, and while the Russian leaders 
p quarrel the Japanete net closes. Liao- 
yang may yet be the Sedan of Kuasia in 
Asia.

THURSDAY’S SUMMARY. 

The startling news that two Ja^ianese 
vessels, one a battleship the other a ctniser, 
atrack mines off Port Arthur on Monday 
and sank, will be received with great reserve 
and is likely to be merely another attempt 
ot the ,Cbefoo romancer to maintam bis 
reimtation. 

The cfficial anounceraent from St. Petere- 
burg that General Kuropatkin is abandon¬ 
ing bis positions around Liaoyang and 
preparing to retreat to Mukden—or Harb n 
if ueceesary—dettoitely ra.nrks the end of 
the flrst stage of the war. That the Japa- 
nere will press the retreating Rusbians, 
cutting off detachments wherever possible 
is a matter of course, but unless they can 
cut the railway north of Mukden and ,meet 
the Russians there within a few days the 
retreat will be sufely made. There have 
been heavy rains for some time and the 
rosds been impassable for the .Ispanese 
’aitillcry. This bus affected the RuoSians 
also in tbeii- retreat, for a story oomea to 
band to-day that near Mukden the torrent¬ 
ial rain caused a washout and a traiu was 
wrecked at the spot, with the loss of 
thirty lives. The greatest diffioultjy the 
Russian General has to overcome is the 
disposition to be made of supplies. There 


MAIL BAG ROBBED

STOLEN FROM T^E G. T. R 

STATION SUNDAY MORNING 


Some time early Sandav morning a look¬ 
ed mail bag waa stolen from the G.T.R, 
stikion here. The first known of the 
theft was when some children walking on 
track e^st of the station, on Sunday after¬ 
noon, discovered some letters near a cul¬ 
vert about 5C0 yards from the station. 

The matter was reported to the chief of 
police, who upon investigating, fonnd the 
bag which contained the letters and a 
number of burued sod torn letters 
near the culvert. Making further 
inquiries it was learned that A. 
Giroux, the night operator at the 
station, bad ocoabion, between four 
and hvb o'clock, to step out of hie 
operating room to the semaphore olose by 
to turn it for an incoming train. And 
when be returned be obeerved the door of 
his room dtanding open. Hw^anoed in 
the corner where the mail ba)P^ lie ind 
thought everything was all right, and that 
perhap. he bad nut closed the door when 
be went outside to the eeme.phore. 

The bag contiiued about one thousand 
letters among which were two registered 
letters. A registered package, addressed 
to H. M. Deroche was not tampered with, 
and that only one registered letter is miss¬ 
ing. The rain soaked and mutilated 
letters were gathered together and as far 
as poesiblo delivered to the owners. In 
some caseu tte addroes is completely 
obliterated, owing to exposure to the rain 
which fell Sunday morning. The thief or 
thieves overlooked a letter addressed to 
J. B. Richardson in which there was ^2 in 
ca«b, The topic of the day seems to bo 
soley the “mail bag robbery’’ and a good 
many of the merohants and citizens have 
received souvenirs in the shape of torn and 
mutilated letters marked ‘ Damaged by 
Robbery” Ilowevbr there is one thought 
to consoling and that is that the robbers 
got very litile for their pains. Mr. Alfred 
Kent while on his way to dinner Monday 
picked up a man’s cap, which is though 
might pcBsibly lead to the identllcation of 
the guilty parties, but as yet no clue has 
turned up that will likely run the thieves 
to earth. 


WHAT INSPECTOR MERRICK OF 
KINGSTON SAYS. 

Postoflice Inspector Merrick, made an 
investigation on Monday in regard to the 
mail big robbery at Napanee. Uo eays it 
was dne to carelessness on the part of the 
G.T.R. employees, who threw the 
bftg inside the door of the station- 
room, instead of placing it in a looked box 
in the operator’s room, as is req'iired by 
the pjfltcffice regulations, and has been 
the custom uiitil recently. Kvidentlv 
some tramps camo along and carried off 
the b.ag which was in anyihing but a safe 
por<ition. 

Some of the letters had boen burned, bat 
the iuHpoctor thinks the thieves lit a few 
to enablo thorn to see how to procsed in 
their e.xsmination cf the bag’s contents. 
It would have been almost iin[)oa8ible to 
burn the large number of letters. Only 
two registered packets were tn the bag. 
one was a package of Legal documeuts 
which were let alone ai’.cr b«ing ;,^imineti 
and tho other was a letter addresied to 
Gosport. Its contents perhaps amounting 
to a few dollars were gone It was likely 
the only one which had been rifled. The 
letters have been delivered to those to 
whom they were addressed. Inspect¬ 
or Merrick gave orders that henceforth the

Andrew hies only .ever 
Port Arthur in all southern ManobiSrie, 
tbe Japanese will be in a position to spend 
the rainy season in getting a good grip of 
the country so that they may meet the foe 
returning next fall, as be no doubt will, 
with a mighty army. 

The reduotion of Port Arthur will be the 
chief task of tne summer months. Already 
the Japanese are closing in on the defences. 
The UuBsiane have dismantled the forte at 
Kinohow, tbe point where tRo psninsula is 
only there miles wije. There baa b^en 
some serious lighting in the vioinity, in 
which the Japanese had 1 hi oasnalties, in¬ 
cluding nine ofiiiccrs killed. As Dalny hjis 
been destroyed and evacnated, tbe garrison 
of Port Arthnr holds now less than twenty 
miles of tbe extreme point of the Liao¬ 
tung peninsula. The Japanese say they 
have no intention of carrying the city by 
storm, but that may he taken with a grain 
of salt. If the iialtio tleet ever sails from 
Kurope the War Board of Tokio would 
willingly pay 10,0000 lives for the possess- 
ion of Port Arthur, and wo have seen 
enough of'the Japanese national spirit to 
know that the army would make the 
saorifice without for a moment llinobing.

Marked Coins. 

A vast number of marked and mutiated 
ooins are in oironlation. In responoe to 
an inquiry at the Receiver-General's office 
in Toronto the other day it was stated that 
few of these coin were offered for redemp 
tion, for the reason that they would be re- 
fused. 

The law in regard to mutilated coin is so 
severe that it is supposed people bate to 
enforce it The best way to overoomd 
the difficulty is for merchants to refnse 
to accept these coins. 

Any person fonnd guilty of stamping 
names or marks on a coin whether the pro¬ 
cess litens it or nor, is subject to a year’s 
Imprisonment. Any one who impairs, 
lightens or dimisbes any ontrent coin, 
with the intention of circulating it, is 
Guilty of a felony and liable to 14 year’s; 
imprisonment. Anyone trying to pass a 
defaced or mutilated ooin is liable to a tine 
not exceeding 910.

“Tho proper way to cook cals Is 
to 'toast' them in an oven until { 
brown, with onions, garlic, parsley, 
bay loaf, red wine, and some herbs 
peculiar to Italy. They are not nico 
when boiled. I 

“Just before. Christmas It is com¬ 
mon for R group of young men in 
northern Italy to kill some cats, skin 
them, and soak them in water for 
two or three daj’s. They are cooked 
with great care on Christmas Ray, 
and served up hot about 1.30 p.m., 
after mass. 

“Many people in Italy, 'on tho 
quiet,' keep cats like tho English do 
rabbits—to kill. A cat skin there is 
worth tenpence as the material for 
muffs for girls.”

Novelty dealers have been quick to 
seize upon a new public interest, and 
little Japanese shops near the for¬ 
eign settlement have their windows 
filled with decorated postal cards 
and po.stors illustrative of the war.

The skins arc forwarded to a cen¬ 
tral place, where they arc properly 
cared for and are manufactured into 
caps for tho soldiers to wear in Man¬ 
churia, where fur of some sort is al¬ 
most a necessity.

In nearly every inotance of treach¬ 
ery and comij>tion reoulting la a 
public scandal during the last fifty 
years woman has played a prominent 
and ignoble port.

While they were at 
lunch her servants were toliing short¬ 
hand notes of the Ministerial papers 
In the General's portfolio, which were 
then forwarded in cipher to Bis¬ 
marck in Berlin, who thus knew 
every Friday morning all that had 
passed in the French Cabinet Council 
on Thursday. 

This went on for two years, and 
might never have been discovered if 
the Baroness had not made the mis¬ 
take of being too grasping. She suc¬ 
ceeded in obtaining from the General, 
who could refuse her nothing.

for some of her friends; this led to 
searching inquiries on the part of 
disappointed candidates, and the 
whole business came out.

SOME 'or THE THINGS THAT 
NATIONS BOYCOTT. 

The Sultan Objects to Watch 
Springs—King Khaxna Pro¬ 
hibits Intoxicants. 

A British firm has lodged a claim 
against the Turkish Government on 
account of the destruction at Salolfr 
ika of a consignment of several thou¬ 
sand watch springs. They wore sent 
in the ordinary way of business to a 
firm in that place, and were confis¬ 
cated and broken to pieces by the 
custom house officials. 

Those latter now defend their ac¬ 
tion in the matter, by quoting an 
order from the Sultan to the effect 
that watch springs are no longer 
permitted to be imported into the 
country, as it has been discovered 
that they are mo.stly utilised, not 
for the purpose they are properly in¬ 
tended for, but to construct clock¬ 
work infernal machines for the Mace¬ 
donian' revolutionists, 

Ts’pewriters have also been boy¬ 
cotted after a similar fashion, and 
that not only in the disturbed pro¬ 
vinces, but throughout the Turkish 
empire. The reason given by the 
Porte is that the machines were be¬ 
ing used by the Turkish party 

as secret printing-i)rcsscs for the 
manifolding of treosonablo litera¬ 
ture. 

Morocco forbids the importation of 
firearms.

Tbs lesson t<Mlsy is only one port 
of the threefold parable of this chap¬ 
ter. the whole setting forth the great 
love of God. the Father. Son and 
Holy Spirit, for lost, helpless, erring 
humanity, and the sympathy of the 
angels with'God In His joy over the 
salvation of tho lost. Tho lost sheep 
suggests our inclination, because of 
sin, to go astray from God (Pa. 
l\1Ii., 3; cxlx. 176; Isa. Ifii., 6; I. 
Pet. ii.. 25); the lost piece of money 
indicates our helplessness, f»ur inabil¬ 
ity to restore oursclvejj and our dead- 
nc88 to a sense of our condition 
(Rom. V., 6: Eph.. ii.. 4. 5). wljile 
the sons of to-day’s lesson illustrate 
the selfishness, ingratitude and rebel¬ 
lion of sinful man. and also the self 
righteousness and lack of sympathy 
with God of many who profes.s to be 
His. 

It is very plain that neither of the 
sons in our lesson knew his father; 
they neither trusted nor enjoyed him. 
It was God’s constant complaint of 
Israel that notwithstanding all H« 
had done for them they Knew Him 
not (Isa. i.. 3; Jer. vili.. 7; Ho.s. iv., 
1, 6; v.. 4; Mic. iv,, 12). Most 

touching is our Lord’s word to Phil¬ 
ip on the night before the crucifix¬ 
ion, “Have I been so long time with 
you and yet hast thou not known 
Me. Philip?” (John xlv., 9). l£ must 
be a great grief to Him when we talk 
or act as if wc knew Him not. All 
fear or anxious care or frctfulncss. 
anything but the rest and quiet of 
calm confidence, is an indication that 
wc know Him not as we might. 

The youngest son illustrates those 
who prefer God's gifts to God Him- 
sclf—a present selfish enjoyment rath¬ 
er than the love of God and the com¬ 
fort of His presence.

There is a phase of the younger 
son’s experience seen in the lives of 
those believers who make more of

In 1875 it was communicated to 
the British Government that the 
Khedive Ismail Pasha, being in des¬ 
perate need of money, was willing to 
sell his 170,002 shares of slock in 
the Suez Canal Company at a fair 
price. Bisracli was then Premier 
and he didn’t hesitate a minute 
England paid $ 20 , 000,000 for the 
Khedive’s holdings, or at the rate 
of $118.60 per share. Since then 
-the dividends on its purchase have 
“ff^regated $24,000,000, and to-day 
shares are selling at $700 each. This 
shows a profit on the transaction of 
$108,600,000.

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TESTED KECIPES. 

Swmt Broada Pried.—Woah^ in salt 
and water. |>ar-boil, cut into pieces 
the aixo ot a largo oyster, seaeon, 
dip in rolled cracker crumbs, and fry 
a light brown in lard anj butter. 

Graham Puffs.—Beat one egg thor¬ 
oughly, add one pint of sweet milk, 
then ono pint of graham flour gradu¬ 
ally; beat tho whole mixture briskly 
with an cgg-bcator; pour into cast- 
iron gem-pans, well greased and pip¬ 
ing hot; bake in very hot oven-, this 
mixture is just sufficient for twelve 
gems. 

Graham Crackers.—Uub two tea- 
SpoonfujB of baking-powder into seven 
cups of graham flour, add one cup of 
sweet cream or butter, with a little 
Salt, then add one pint of sweet milk; 
mix well, and roll as thin as soda 
crackers; cut in any /Kho-pc; bake 
quickly, then leave them abo^ui the 
stove for a few hours to dry thor- 
buglily. 

For lemon sponge.—Whisk thd 
whites of five or six eggs until stiff; 
soak one ounce if gelatine in a tca- 
cupful of cold water for an hour, theo 
dissolve it in half a j»lnt of boiling 
water. Set it to cool; when nearly 
cold add the whites of agg to it, al¬ 
so the Juice of two lemon.s and the 
greated rind of one. and- half a pound 
of caster sugar. Beat all until it is 
a.s firm as a sponge and jilace in a 
mould. 

Boston Baked Beans.—Put a quart 
of beans to soak over night; in the 
morning pour off tho water, and add 
fresh water enough to cover, to which 
add about one tablespoonful^of mo¬ 
lasses. Put a small piece of salt 
pork in tho centre, almost covering 
it with the beans, and bake slowly 
from six to eight hours, adding hot 
water as need^ until nearly done, 
when they can be allowed to cook 
nearly dry, or according to taste. 

Corned Beef Soup.—When the liquid 
in which the beef and vegetables were 
boiled is cold, remove all the grease 
thaj has risen and hardened on top, 
andi add tomatoes and tomato cat- 
sui^and boil half an hour, thus mak¬ 
ing an excellent tomato soup; or add 
to it rice or sago or pearl barley, or 
turn it into a vcgetabl.e soup by boil¬ 
ing in the liquor any vegetables that 
are fancied. Several varieties of 
soup may have this "stock" for a 
basis, and be agreeable and nutriti¬ 
ous. 

Macaroni with cheese.—Throw into 
boiling water some macaroni, with 
salt according to the quantity used; 
let it boil one-fourth of an hour; 
when it will be a little more than 
half cooked; drain oh the water; 
place the macaroni in a saucepan 
with milk to cover; boil till done. 
Butter a pudding dish, sprinkle tho 
bottom with plenty of grated cheese, 
pit in some macaroni, n little white 
pepper, plenty of butter, sprinkle on 
more cheese, then tho rest of the 
macaroni, cover that with bread 
crumbs, set in quick oven to I'.own; 
serve hot. 

Dolly Varden Cake.—Two cups of 
sugar, two-thirds of a cup of but¬ 
ter, one cup of rtiilk, three cups of 
flour, three eggs, one-half tcaspoon- 
ful of soda, one tcaspoonful cream 
tartar. Flavor with lemon. Bake one- 
half of this in two pans. To the re¬ 
mainder add ono fablespoonful of 
molassc*.*?, one cup of chopped ra’sins, 
ono-lialf cup of currants, piece of 
citron chopped fine, one teaspoonful 
cinnamon, cloves, and nutmeg. Bake 
in two pans, and put in sheets alter- 
nat-ely with a little jelly or white of 
an egg beaten to a froth. 

To Fry Apples and Pork Chops.— 
Season the chops with salt and pepy- 
per, and a little powdered sage; dip

Then add the white of tho egg 
boaten very stiff. 

Cracker Gruel—Hour teaspoons fine 
cracker cnimbK, 1 ci^ milk, 1 ciip 
hot water, salt to taste. Put the 
Water and milk on the stove together 
until hot. then ndd cracker crumbs. 

Corn Meal Gruel—Two teaspoons 
corn nyeal. I teaspoon flour to 1 qt. 
boiling water or half milk, and half 
water. Mix flour and r.orn meal with 
cold water, add the boiling water and 
cook anc hour. Salt. 

Barley Gruel—Stir 2 tablespoons 
barley into 2 gts. freshly boiling wa¬ 
ter. Boil three to four hours. Milk 
may be added if desired. Strain 
through a sieve and sweeten to suit 
the taste. 

Oatmeal Gruel—Put 4 tablespoons 
oatmeal into 1 pt. boiling water; add 
J teaspoon salt, and boil without 
stirring for 30 minutes. Strain in a 
sieve, rubbing through a.s much oat¬ 
meal as possible. Have ready 1 egg 
well beaten, adld 1 teaspoon powdered 
sugar. Kehcat the gruel and pour 
over the egg. Mix carefully and 
serve. IVhipped cream may be a sub¬ 
stitute for the egg, and makes an 
exceedingly nice gruel.

JAPAN’S TRIUMPHS. 

.Three Notable Discoveries for Sav- 
( ing Life. 

^ Wo are in dept to .Japan for at 
least three notable discoveries, two 
' of which have already saved many 
jKuropean live.s, says The London 
I Academj-. ’J'he oldest of ihc.'^e is the 
discovery hy Kitasatr*. a Japanese 
, bacteriologist, of the bacillus that 
rau.ses lockjaw, or tetanus, leading 
to the production of an antitoxin 
serum which is now regularly used 
.and is by far the most efficient ro¬ 
ll nedy wo pos.sess for this terrible 
' disease. 

I A .Japanese observer named Shiga 
j has recent ly discovered the bacillus 
j which causes a great many cases of 
'dysentery, and, though that discov¬ 
ery has not yet led to any improve- 
I ment in prevention or treatment, 

. and will therefore not lower, during 
i this struggle, the death rate from 
' that dire foe of the soldier in wartime 
( no one doubts that this is another 
deadly disease. 

I The third discovery is really more 
interesting because it roiws newer 
‘ problems. 'I’here is in the body of 
each of ns a pair of organs known 
as the adrenal glands yet unknown 
]to the public, though life could not 
continue without them. It was a 
'.Japanese chemist, Tnkamine. who 
isolated from these glands the inval¬ 
uable substanco which they produce 
for the benefit of the rest of the 
body. It is known as ndrenulln, 
and nearly every sample of it, if pre¬ 
pared by a good flfm, bears upon It 
the name of that distinguished .Ja¬ 
panese. It is the most powerful of 
all chemical agents for stopping hem¬ 
orrhage. It will arrest bleeding 
from the nose when cverj'thing else 
has failed;: not that that much mat¬ 
ters. for the nose is accessible to ; 
mechanical means, but adrenalin has 
iilready saved many lives that were 
oozing away in a thin red stream 
no surgeon could reach.

The Danish Plan for Getting at 
the Truth. 

One co-operative company in Den¬ 
mark which attends to the marketing 
of the egg product of 33,600 farmers 
stipulates that eggs more than sev¬ 
en days old must be delivered under 
penalty of a fine of fl.34 for the 
first offence and double that sum for 
later offences. The farmers ore re¬ 
quired to take their sms directly to 
the local society to wmch they be¬ 
long, and the society is forbidden to 
keep eggs longer than four days after 
collection before sending them to one 
of the shipping stations of the com¬ 
pany. 

It is also required that eggs be 
gathered every day, and In hot sum¬ 
mer days twice a day, and the nests 
must be barred at night so that 
fowls cannot have acceee to them. 

The company guarantees to pur¬ 
chasers that all eggs delivered are 
new laid and clean, and each egg is 
stamped with the company's trade¬ 
mark for new laid eggs. Each egg 
is also stamped with the number of 
the local society from whids it comee 
and with the number of the farmer 
who delivVrs it. The company de¬ 
clines to accept eggs that arc not 
obviously clean. 

No other egg producers have studied 
the egg market eo closely as the 
Danes. Because the English ore the 
chief buyers of Danish eggs, the Eng¬ 
lish market is the basis upon which 
the egg producing business of Den¬ 
mark has been built. 

The Danes have rfisrovrred that the 
Englishman wonts an egg of a certain 
size, and so eggs of this size are 
supplied to the British market to the 
extent, of from 30,p00.000 to 40,- 
000.OOO dozen a year, the Panes 
receiving for them an average of 
3.3 cents more a dozen than the av¬ 
erage price paid to all other produc¬ 
ing countries l)y Englishmen. 

It is because the Danes take so 
great an interest In practical, rsmun- 
erative poultry culture that they are 
th'' largest exporters of eggs In the 
world. In 10(>2 the export.s of Dan- 
i.vh eggs reached 3.5.067,000 dozen, 
worth $6,4.51,000. 

This, of course, was in addition to 
the large quantities of eggs consumed 
at home. The hens of the little 
kingdom h.ave c%’i<1entl.v been stimu¬ 
lated to the greatest industry.

IRISH CONSTABULARY. 

Claimed to be tha Finest Force 
in the World. 

The Irish police came into existence 
in 1814, and in 1867, in recognition 
of its services in the Fenian rising, 
was honored with the prolix "royal.” 
Its present organization dates from 
183r>. The officers (country and 
district inspectors) are mostly re¬ 
cruited from the same class as the of¬ 
ficers of the array, wearing uniforms' 
very similar to those of the rifle regi- 
mcnl.s Under every district inspec¬ 
tor are a certain number of head 
constablrs. of superior education, all 
of whom have risen from the ranks 
dangerous, duties of the force in con¬ 
nection with evictions, the fact that 
the rank and file themselves came 
from the tenant farmer class is an 
instructive illustration of tho admir¬ 
able discipline which characterizes the 
w’holc bod.v. .At the very time when 
some of these men were engaged in 
eviction duty their own kith nnd kin 
were being evirted in other parts of 
the countr.v. Hut. on onn memorable 
occasion, discipline was overcome by 
pi’i'scnnl feelings. Mhile a column of 
armed police was marching away from 
the scene of some evictions, five of 
the men suddenly fell out of the 
ranks nnd threw’ down their rifles. 
'I'his was Intended to he a signal to 
others to do the same. Hut the re¬ 
mainder refused to follow*, and tho 
mutineers were promptly arrested and 
duly punished. 

Another characteristic of the men 
is a sense of dignity, which prerludes 
their ever ncrepting a "tip." No Ir- 
ishirnn would ever think of oficring 
one to a policeman. 

The training of the force consist.s" 
not only of company and battalion 
drill nnd the use of the carbine or 
short rifle, but also of jieriodical 
searching test examinations as to 
their legal powers and how the.v 
would act in various contingencies. 
For the higher posts an examination 
In criminal law has to be passed. The 
depot in Phoenix Park, Dublin, is a 
combination of a military barrack 
and drill-ground with a training 
school, nnd includes a museum of 
"captures." such as illicit stills, in¬ 
fernal mochines nnd stends of arms, 
many of tho last-named being of very 
antiquated pattern. A history of the 
n. I. C.'s distirgulshed exploits 
would fill a volume.

8woet Broads Fried.—Wash in salt 
and water, par-boil, cut into pieces 
the aizo of a largo oyster, season, 
dip in rolled cracker crumbs, and fry 
a light brow’n in lard anj butter. 

Graham Puffs.—Beat one egg thor¬ 
oughly, add one pint of swc<et mtlk, 
then one pint of graham flour gradu¬ 
ally; beat the whole mixture briskly 
with an egg-beater; pour into cast- 
iron gem-pans, weU greased and pii>- 
ing hot; bake In very hot oven; this 
mixture is just sufficient for twelve 
gems. 

Graham Crackevs.—Hub two tea- 
SpoonfuJn of baking-powder into seven 
cups of graham flour, add one cup of 
sweet cream or butter, with a little 
salt, then add one pint of sweet milk; 
mix well, and roll as thin u.s soda 
crackers; nit in any shape; bake 
quickly, tht-n leave ihenr. about the 
stove for a few hours to dry thor¬ 
oughly. 

For lemon sponge.—Whisk thd 
whites of five or six eggs until stiff; 
soak one ounce if gelatine in a tca- 
cupful of cold water for on hour, thco 
dissolve it in half a j»lnt of boiling 
water. Set it to cool; when nearly 
cold add the whites of agg to It, al¬ 
so the juice of two lemons and the 
greeted rind of one, and- half a pound 
of caster sugar. Beat all until it is 
a.s firm as a sponge and lilnce in a 
mould. 

Boston Baked Beans.—Put a quart 
of beans to soak over night; in the 
morning pour off tho water, and add 
fresh water enough to cover, to which 
add about one tablespoonful of mo¬ 
lasses. Put a small piece of salt 
pork in tho centre, almost covering 
it with the beans, nnd bake slowly 
from six to eight hours, adding hot 
water as necd^ until nearly done, 
when they can be allowed to cook 
nearly dry, or according to taste. 

Corned Beef Soup.—When the liquid 
in which the beef and vegetables were 
boiled is cold, remove all the grease 
that has risen and hardened on top. 
nnd add ^matocs and tomato cat¬ 
sup and b«l half an hour, thus mak¬ 
ing an exc^lcnt tomato soup; or add 
to it rice or sago or pearl barley, or 
turn it into a vegetable soup by boil¬ 
ing in the liquor any vegetables that 
are fancied. Several varieties of 
soup may have this "stock" for a 
basis, and be agreeable and nutriti¬ 
ous. 

Macaroni with cheese.—Throw into 
boiling water some macaroni, with 
salt according to the quantity used; 
let it boil one-fourth of an hour; 
when it will be a little more than 
half cooked; drain oh the water; 
place the macaroni in a saucepan 
with milk to cover; boil till done. 
Butter a pudding dish, sprinkle tho 
bottom with plenty of grated cheese, 
pit in some macaroni, a little white 
pepper, plenty of Tjvtter, sprinkle on 
more cheese, then tho rest of the 
macaroni, cover that with bread 
crumbs, set in quick oven to I'.own; 
serve hot. 

Dolly Varden Cake.—Two cups of 
sugar, two-thirds of a cup of but¬ 
ter. one rup of milk, throe cups of 
flour, three eggs, one-half teasnoon- 
ful of soda, one tenspoonful cream 
tartar. Flavor with lemon. Bake one- 
half of this in two pans. To the re¬ 
mainder add one tablespoonful of 
molassk's, one cup of chopped raisins, 
one-half cup of currants, piece of 
citron chopped fine, one ten.spoonfiil 
cinnamon, cloves, and nutmeg. Bake 
In two pans, and put in sheets alter¬ 
nately with a little jelly or white of 
an egg beaten to a froth. 

To Fry Apples and Pork Chops.— 
Season the chops with salt and pep¬ 
per. and a little powdered sage; dip

Kgg Gruel—Bent the yolk of 1 egg 
well, odd 1 teanponn sugar. Stir in 
1 cup Hc.alcliiig milk and grate nut¬ 
meg over it or add 1 teaspoon van¬ 
illa. Then add the white of the egg 
beaten very stiff. 

Cracker Gruel—Hour teaspoons fine 
cracker crumbK, I cup milk, 1 cup 
hot water, salt to taste. Put the 
Water and milk on the stove together 
until hot. then add cracker crumbs. 

Corn Meal Giniel—Two teaspoons 
corn meal. J teaspoon flour to 1 qt. 
boiling water or half milk, nnd half 
water. Mix flour ant^ c.orn meal with 
cold water, add the boiling water and 
cook ane hour. Salt. 

Barley Gruel—Stir 2 tablespoons 
barley into 2 qts. freshly boiling wa¬ 
ter. Boil three to four hours. Milk 
may lx> added if desired. Strain 
through a sieve and sweeten to suit 
the taste. 

Oatmeal Gruel—Put 4 tablespoons 
oatmeal into 1 pt. boiling water; add 
i teaspoon salt, and boil without 
stirring for 30 minutes. Strain in a 
sieve, rubbing through as much oat¬ 
meal as possible. Have ready 1 egg 
well beaten, adld 1 teaspoon powdered 
sugar. Reheat the gruel nnd pour 
over the egg. Mix carefully and 
serve. tVhipped cream may be a sub¬ 
stitute for tho egg, and makes an 
exceedingly nice gruel.

It will arrest bleodin.g 
from the nose when cvorj'thing else 
has failed; not that that much mat¬ 
ters. for the nose is acccsaible to 
mechanical means, but adrenalin has 
already saved many lives that were 
oozing away in a thin red stream 
no surgeon could reach.

REALLY FRESH EGGS. 

The Daxush Plan for Getting at 
the Truth. 

One co-operative company in Den¬ 
mark which attends to the morkoting 
of the egg product of 33,600 farmers 
stipulates that eggs more than sev¬ 
en days old must be delivered under 
penalty of a fine of $1.34 for th'* 
first offence and double that sum for 
later offences. The farmers are Re¬ 
quired to take their eggs directly to 
the local society to they be¬ 

long. and the society is forbidden to 
keep eggs longer than four days after 
collection before sending them to one 
of the shipping atations of the com¬ 
pany. 

It is also required that egga be 
gathered every day, and In hot aum- 
mer days twice a day, and the noets 
must be barred at night ao that 
fowls cannot have acceee to them. 

The company guaronteea to pur¬ 
chasers that all eggs delivered are 
new laid and clean, and each egg la 
stamped with the company's trade¬ 
mark for new laid eggs. Each egg 
is also stamped with the number of 
the local society from which it cornea 
and with the number of the farmer 
who delivVrs it. The company de¬ 
clines to accept eggs that arc not 
obviou.sly clean. 

No other egg producers have studied 
the egg market eo closely as the 
Danes. Because the English are the 
chief buyers of Danish eggs, the Eng¬ 
lish market is the basis upon which 
the egg producing business of Den¬ 
mark ha.s been built. 

The Dnni’S have disrovrred that the 
Englishman wants an rgg of a certain 
size, and so eggs of this size are 
.•nipplied to the British market to the 
extent of from 30,000,000 to 40,- 
000,000 dozen a year, the Danes 
receiving for them an av'srage of 
3..3 cents more a dozen than the av¬ 
erage price paid to all other produc¬ 
ing countries by Englishmen, 

It is beenuse the Danes take so 
great nn interest in practical, rsmun- 
erntive poultry culture that they are 
th'’ largest exporters of egg.s In the 
world. In 1002 the exports of Dan- 
i.vh eggs reached 3.5.007,000 dozen, 
worth 90.4.51.000, 

'Phis, of course, was in addition to 
the large quantities of eggs consumed 
at home. The hens of the little 
kingdom have evidentlv been stimu¬ 
lated to the greatest industry.

THE GRAND TRUNK PACIFIC. 

Sir Wilfrid' Laurier has displayod 
groat patience in tiio debate on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. The Opposition 
has been animated by two niotives— 
to gratify the Canadian Pacific b}' at¬ 
tacking a rival project, and to waste 
time in order if possible to tlirow the 
general elections over into next year, 
when a formidable ally, in the form of 
hard times, might perhaps coino to Mr. 
Borden’s aid. Sir Wilfrid would have

ASK TO RESIGN. 

Siiunel Adams:, chief of Police 
BrocUvillo, and formerly chief of police 
Na^.auec, has been asked hy a 
couple of members of ‘the police 
commitloof the Brockvillo |council to 
resign. It seems the trouble is the 
outcome of some friction between the 
Cldldreu’.s Aid Society and the chief. 
But judging from the petitions sent to 
he council of that city, and the way 
the Brcckville papers speak of chief 
Adam-, the Police Committee in ask- 
for the above resignation, are not 
doing what the majority of the citizens 
likf, i/ut raiiier tiio minority. Chief 
Ad.ams has many friends in Napanee 
who will be interested in this question 
therefore wo print the following which 
appearo I in the Brockvillo Times of 
Tue>;day : 

Tlio Town Council should go very 
cautiously in dealing with the attempt 
to dismiss Chief of Police Adams. 
Tiiore is a very strong public feeling 
in Brockvillo in favor of Chief Adams 
and pi oj erly so. 

Ciiief Adams has been in Brockville 
fur over four years, and his record 
here is a gooi one. He fills a difficult 
position, and one bound to bring upon 
him the displeasure of a certain ele¬ 
ment of ibe populace if he does his 
duty properly. But, though Chief 
Adams may have made some minor er¬ 
rors of judgment, as all of us do, his 
i tcord here i.s singularly good. Brock- 
vilib has never been so orderly as it 
under Chief Adams’ rule. That is 
acknowledged generally. It is most 
creditably free from crime. Even 
•siict t lojvli.ig is at a minimum, Per 
a. 0 . ally, Chief Adams is a clean-living 
man, a fearless officer, prompt and 
cin-r.-eii* in the discharge of his duties 
aij;l a man who performs his duty 
n iihcut fear or favor, w ith strict im 
partiality. 

The avtemi t to dismiss him is not 
brcuiRe he is remiss or neglectful of 
Lis duties, but, apparently because of 
toine ob-cuie personal leeling by a 
little clique. He was censured by ths 
Police Cojnraiitee, though no grounds 
of ctnsuio were detailed and it W’as 
admitted that he had hten provoked. 

Ti.e (xcueo is ahso given that tho 
foic.t should boreduetd upon the score 
■ I tcoi.omy. But, if that be so, why 
begin uL tho head instead of, properly 
at the tail? Tlie Town Council should 
reiuf niber that Brockville’s good re 
I UK? a law-abiding town has been 
v.ainid by having a good head, and 
iL.it the money txi.tnded upon that 
head i.s money well spent. 

Jill. Murphy, Cliairman of the Police 
Coiumitiee, quotes Peterborough, etc. 
as having smaller police forces than 
Brockville, Mr. Murphy was singular 
inapt ill (luoting PeierDorough’s case. 
J: is only lately that the Peterborough 
papers were complaining of tho lack of 
polic»5 protection, tho increase in crime 
and the indignities to which women 
were subjected in that locality’. 

The campaign against Chief Adams 
i.s simp’.y an encouragement to the 
tough element which Chief Adams has 
kept so well under control. The 
tough element w’ould be pleased to see 
a good police officer dismissed. They 
fijurish under the easy and lax and 
venal. 

Tlie Town Council cannot weakly 
shift its responsibility to two of the 
three Police Committee. The Town 
Council is directly responsible for the 
disposal of this matter, and they will 
be held to account for it by the clergy 
and the leading citizens who have 
signed an earnest protest against this 
most unjust and deterimeatul attempt 
to dismiss.Chief Adams.

THE NEW ELECTRIC ROAD. 

Toronto World. 

A* B. Turner, who is connected with 
the Ontario Electric railway company 
which proposes constructing a line 
from Toronto to Montreal, is at the 
King Edward. He gave the World 
an interesting interview of how the 
big undertaking is progressing, and en¬ 
umerated just a few of the advantages 
the road when completed will have to 
offer the thirty-four cities towns^ 
villages and townships between 
Kingston and Toronto. It is between 
these points that the first construct¬ 
ion work wiU be commenced and the 
road operated. When asked what he 
thought the chances of the Ontario 
Electric railway becoming a reality 
were, he replied: 

•‘They become brighter every dav. 
And the reason of this is, to my mind, 
the fact that communities in which 
we have so far gone fully realize the 
benefits a transportation service of 
this character has to offer. So far 
there have been fiftet-n towns and 
tow'iiships between Kingston and 
Cobourg. Without exception the citi- 
z'^ns have almost unanimously de¬ 
clared in favor of having the railway. 
Meetings have been held in all these 
places referred to, which have been 
called by the mayor or re^ve, and it is 
by the amount of enthusiasm at these 
displayed that an evidence of how the 
scheme is viewed can be gained.” 

It is the intention of the Ontario 
Electric Railway company to run its 
own boats for carrying freight from 
Kingston to Montreal till such time as 
the road is extended to that point. 
By this means the shippers will have 
the privilege of sending their goods 
from Toronto right through to Mont- 
leal, at a uniform rate, abou( one- 
half of the present one.”

DEATH OF SIR HENRY M. 

STANLEY. 

London, May 10.—Sir Henry M. Stanley 
the African explorer, passed peacefnlly 
away shortly aft^r six o’clock, lie was 
qnite conscions to the last and able to 
recognize bis wife. Before be died Sir 
Henry expressed a wish to be bnried at his 
coantry seat, Fnrze Hil), Pirbrtgbt, Sur¬ 
rey. The question, however, ia being dis- 
onssed of burying him beside Livingstone 
in Westminister Abbey. 

Stanley was the most famous of modern 
explorers. He was born of poor parents 
near Denbigh, Wales, in 1811, and at first 
bore the name of John Rowlands, When 
about fifteen he worked his way as cabin 
boy to New Orleans where he was employ¬ 
ed by a merchant named Stanley, whose 
name be assumed. He served in the Con¬ 
federate army in the civil war, contribnted 
to several jonrnals, and in 1867 began his 
connection with the New York Herald. 
As its special correspondent be accompan¬ 
ied Lord Napier’s Abyssinia expedition, 
and the first news of the fall of Ma^dala 
was cbnveved to Britain by the New York 
Herald. 

Stanley next went to Spain for his paper 
and in October, 1S60, received from Mr. 
Gordon Bennett the 1 iconic instrnction, 
“Find Livingstone.” But first he visited 
Egypt for tho opening of the Suez Caual, 
and travelled through Palestine, Turkey, 
Persia, and India. 

In January, 1871, he reached Zanzibar, 
and in March marched into the heart of 
Africa, in the 10th November he “found’’ 
Livingstone at Ujiji. The two explored 
the north of Lake Tanganyika, aud settled 
that it had no conoeotion with the Nile 
basiu. He was in the Ashanti campaign, 
founded the Gongo Free State, went to the 
relief of Emin Paaba, aud joined bands 
with him at Albert Nyauza. He married 
Mias Dorothy Tennant, an aiiist, in 1800, 
waa naturalized, and was elected member 
of Parliament in 1805. Ho published 
manv works of travel.

INFECTION FROM ANIMALS. 

A phase of tho qu4».stion in which 
farmers are particulorly interested 
was discussed by Dr. Rnveiml, an 
eminent Ignited States authority, who 
is assistant medical director of the 
Henry Phipps Institute nt Philadcl- 
phia, in nn able addi'css on "Animal 
Tuberculosis in tlieir Relation t«j 
Human Honlth." Dr, Raveirol detail¬ 
ed w'ith exactness tho advoncenjont 
made in the studv of consumption 
since Koch of Berlin m.ude hir. famous 
discovery of the tuberculo bacillus, 
and said that in the course of many 
years experimenting ho h.nd not found 
any animals that were inimune from 
tuberculosis. The lecturer vigorous¬ 
ly combatted tho opinion of ICoch and 
!others that there is nn essential dlf- 
foronce between human and bovine 
tuberculosis, and cited a large number 
of experiments in support of his view 
that those were praclically identical. 
While admitting that the' majority of 
cases of consumption w’orc due to In¬ 
fection by inhalation, ho claimed that 
a considerable Kicentnge could be 
definitelv traced to infection through 
the digestive tract by food, j'articul- 
arlv milk and meat. Tho few figures 
available seoined to indicate th.ut 
about 2.) per cent of children's cases 
were duo to the latter cause He ha<l 
no knowle/ige of any case of an adult 
bocomin'^ consumptive in this way.

■ to do this, yet in tho end it i.s the 
'surest way of getting what he wants. 
So he buys a Jersey or Gurnsey l)ulj, 
or pays a neighbor who has one for 
Its service. The h^dfer calves are 
kept and ral.sed and when they come 
Into milk he finds that n yield of 
5.000 pounds of milk annually is 
poosiblo. and that he can make an 
average of 250 pounds of butter, and 
of a higher quality. That additional 
i r>0 pound.s is gained at the cost of 

the use of a well bred bull and a 

ver.v slight addition to tho cost of 
feed. The cows that arc returning a 
small profit, or barely paving the 

market price for the feed they con¬ 

sume. arc soon ceplnced by those 
that will give an annual addition of 
89 to $10 per head to the farmer's 
Income. And the second cross, of a 
good bull of either of these breeds, 
will increase the income ns much more 
as the first one. Tho figures given 
are not large ones—they are what 
is possible to every farni<»r who will 
avail himself of tho improvement 
that has been m.ade In dairy cows 
by years of careful breeding and 
steady development, which he gets 
at a very light cost. Ho can keep 
on improving his cowa in tho same 
manner until he gets an average of 
100 pounds of butter each year from 
what his original herd gave him. and 
if he has ton cows the extra incomo 
will be quite on item, fihy not 
try this method of improving your 
herd?

AUSTRALIA'S BIRTH RATE. 

Report Reveals a Startling Con¬ 
dition of Affairs. 

The report of the Royal Commis¬ 
sion on the decline of the New* South 
Wales birth role, the full tc.xt of 
which has now ren^’hod this country, 
is a document of immense importance 
from every point of vie"*. 

It states that since 1889 there has 
been a very marked fall in the 
birth rate, and that betivccn 1889 
nnd 1902 the derrense was no less 
than ten births per thousand. It is. 
"rapid and continuous. ’ 

The commission have gone care¬ 
fully into the causes of the decline. 
They attribute it to the doHberatc 
limitation of families, and this, 
again, is due to personal selfishness, 
"indicative of the desire of the in¬ 
dividual to a'oid his obligations to 
the community." and in part to the 
decay of religious feeling. The com¬ 
mission ore also inclined to attri¬ 
bute the fall to "restrictive regula¬ 
tions of trade, designed to abolish 
competition.” which interfere with 
the continuity of employment and 
render the income of the worker pre¬ 
carious. 

Th< I effect on the besitb of the com¬ 
munity is asid on expert es'ideDca to 
hp grave, and there has been an in- 
craase in insanity. "Defective 
health, defective morals, and defec¬ 
tive character are already manifeat- 
ing ihemaelves as a warning of more 
marked deterioration likely to en¬ 
sue.”

The Ximf Wee Asked te Withdraw 
K smbers Hare Been Ter- 
eihly' SJeeted. 

What was. perhape. the most re¬ 
markable ^'scene" mfacted in the 
House of Commons since the days of 
Cromwell, had its origin, curiously 
enough, in a comparatively trifling 
and unimportant inddent. The date 
was July 27th. 1898; the hour ten 
oVlock At night. Mr. Chamberlain 
was "pitching in" to Mr. Olodstone, 
and. Just as the closure fell, somebody 
shouted out "Judas." 

T^is unparliamentary epithet was 
promptly reported to the Chairman, 
and he replied that the expression had 
not reached his ears, and ordered the 
division to be proceeded with. There¬ 
upon some few Conserv'atires refused 
to leave their seats. But still there 
was no sign of any active disturbance 
when, suddenly, a gentleman named 
Hayes-Fisher seized a certain Mr. Lo¬ 
gan by the coat collar. 

Then indeed, the “fat was in the 
fire," and at once. First one mem¬ 
ber, and then another, joined in the 
scrimmage. The Irishmen, true to 
the traditions of their race, rushed 
baclc into the House from the di¬ 
vision lobby tb “bear a hand In the 
fun." only, however, to bo mot in the 
doorway by the pugnacious and re¬ 
doubtable Colonel Saunderson. who 

floored" two or three of them most 
effectively and scientifically ere he 
himself was sent sp'rawling by a well- 
directed left-hander. 

John Burns was also in the thick 
of it, but his efforts wore entirely di¬ 
rected to quelling the disturbance by 
pulling the combatants asunder.

On the contrary, the Irishmen resist¬ 
ed to the uttermost, and had to be 
carried o\Jt bodily, kicking, strug¬ 
gling. and squealing.

For a lady who lived so many cen¬ 
turies ago. Ilaruko is in apptcaranco 
quite startlingly modern: for her dres- 
»ej»—they are all made in Paris or 
London—are always le dernier cri. 
and she wears them as one born in 
the Rue d*' Grenelle. Althukgh not 
strikingly beautiful, at leaitt accord¬ 
ing to western taste, her Majesty has 
a singularly fascinating face—it is so 
kindly, intelligent and expressive. It 
is a strange face, too, one full cf 
subtle contradictions, and with lines 
that tell diverse tales. ♦ * *, In spite 
of her Parisian toilets and her Eng¬ 
lish manners, tho Empress is a thor¬ 
ough Oriental, with all the Oriental's 
reverence tor tradition and hatred of 
change. But she is pafisnonately de¬ 
voted to Japan; there is no sacrifice 
she would not make tor her own peo¬ 
ple. Her great desire in life, indeed, 
is lo be completely at one with them 
in their hopes, 

FEARS AND ASPIR.ATIONwS. 

ITaruko was born in 1850. She 
was a daughter of Prince Tadoka, a 
mepiher of one of the great noble 
families from which the Mikados ore 
expected to choose their consorts, and 
she was educated with a special view 
to the pof-sihility of her becoming 
EmjJress. Her early days were spent 
at Kioto, the scat of the old Jaj>en- 
e.se court, w’here she lived as eom- 
pletely cut off from the world as if 
she had been in a convent. There 
she stayed until she was nearly 19. 
when she was brought forth and mai- 
ried to the Mikado, who was some 
two years younger than she was. 
Youthful and inexperienced as they 
were, the imperial couple seem to 
have demeaned themselves with great 
dignity, and they soon became ex- 
ceodingly popular. 

It was a time of great political ex¬ 
citement in Japan, the morrow of a 
revolution; the old state of things 
had just been swept aside completely

Edgar Gell reachad London recent¬ 
ly afUr a Journey of 75,000 miles 
in many climes. Ho visited a num¬ 
ber of mission Holds during his trav¬ 
els, which consumed three years. 

Ho speaks in tho highest terms of 
missionary enterprise, whether con¬ 
sidered from a commercial, humani¬ 
tarian or spiritual aspect. A ser¬ 
ious mensce, however, exist a to na¬ 
tive races, he sa^s, in the increasing 
number of non-Chrisiian white ircople 
contiguous to the native popula¬ 
tions. 

Mr. Geil apent a month in the 
great pigmy forest of Central Africa, 
where he studied and made photo¬ 
graphs of these remarkable people. 
He livnd in a leaf hut constructed 
for him by the pigmies at Camp 
Gorilla, in the very heart of the for¬ 
est. Though he encountered no dan¬ 
ger from tho natives, tho falling of 
great trees which have no tap roots 
was a continual menace. The place, 
too. is alive with wild animals, and 
colonies of monkeys inhabit the up¬ 
per branches of the trees. 

DO NOTHING BUT HUNT. 

The pigmies, sfjys Mr. Geil. are tho 
greatest meat eaters he ever met. 
They do no agp'icultural work, but 
devote their whole time to hunting, 
A tribe of people of ordinary size 
who inhabit the forests ara complete¬ 
ly terrori'zed by the pigmies, who 
make them do all their work. 

The pigmies are very clevei'. bright 
and independent people! and arc de¬ 
scribed by Mr. Geil as “the Japanese 
of Africa." 

Mr. Geil said he came to the con¬ 
clusion that there arc great oppor¬ 
tunities for improvement in tho con¬ 
duct of some of tho state oflTicers to- 
w’ard the natives. 

He knew something of the atroci¬ 
ties which look place, but was not 
prepared to discuss the question. 

From what he saw there was no 
doubt that the government is strong¬ 
ly fortifying the |>ortion of the 
Congo bordering on the British 
frontier. Many of the far interior 
stations are being transformed into 
forts, and quick-firing guns arc be¬ 
ing imported packed in chop (food) 
boxes, f 

In the ^ecr'.-.sos of the great forest 
he found a modern fortification, 
partly built of stone, and surrounded 
with a moat in course <»f construc¬ 
tion. 

Ills I,ONO JOURNEY. 

Starting from San Francisco Mr. 
Geil visited the Sandwich Islands, 
many of the Pacific islands. New 
Zealand, Australia, the islands of 
Torras Straits. New Guinea. the 
Philippines, Japan, the mountains of 
Northern Korea, Vladivostock, Har¬ 
bin. Borneo and the Straits. 

He then crossed China, rouunenc- 
ing at Shanghai, and traveled up 
the Yang-tse and across into Burma. 
Proceeding to Nepal, alc/iig the Thi¬ 
bet frontier and througli India, he 
9tonmc<i to Mombasa and visited 
East Africa, traveling through Ug¬ 
anda into the Congo. Tie came 
down the Congo to the coast, and 
reached London by we> of steamer 
from Sierra Leone. 

In discussing his experience in Mjin- 
churia Mr. Geil an id he met with 
some opposition from Rus.'ian offi¬ 
cials. Once on the raihvny his note¬ 
book was taken away, and he only 
recovered it by physical force, and 
on a second occasion, when n paper 
was snatched from his liandR. he 
struck the officer who took it and 
threw him across the railway car¬ 
riage. When It was founil that Mr. 
Geil possessed a transport signed by 
the Russian ambassador at Washing¬ 
ton the officer he had assaulted ga\o 
to him a special steamer to convoy 
him to Newchwang.

A Subilt Poison Is Rtls Afont, 
and His Victims Succumb 
Quickly. 

In Jamaica, the most beautiful of 
the West Indian Islands, there slum¬ 
bers beneath the Kiniling extcribr of 
things a volcano of dark superstition 
and savage fanuticisin. which occa¬ 
sionally' becomifs active with deadly 
results. ffTie high priest of Ob. or 
the obeahman, as be is more com¬ 
monly called, wields a power in the 
land that the stringent measures 
adopted against him by the British 
government hove btHin unable to fnit 
down. 

One may road in the Jamaica pap¬ 
ers quite frequently of the imprison¬ 
ment and, where murder ran be prov¬ 
ed, the execution nf some member of 
the deadly brotherhood of Ob. 

The practice of ol»eah is said to 
have first oriwm in Kgyi>t. taking its 
name from the i<lol Ob. From there 
it spread o\er tlu» whole rontment of 
Africa, and v. ith t’ae importation of 
slaves from the («uinea coast to the 
West Indies'*was transplanted to a 
soil in which it flourishes with CAer- 
Increasing \ irulence. The old plan¬ 
ters were aware of the deadly char¬ 
acter of the obeshman. and ns it was 
supposi*d that he rorricfl his magic, 
or oheah, under his hair all sln\e8 
were shaved before being landed. 

MHOI.E FAMILY POISONED. 

One of the most noted men of .Is- 
mnica, .Judge Joseph Hurlburt, in 
sentencing an obeahman convicted of 
the poisoning of an entire family 
to death recently said ; “It is roy be¬ 
lief that a fipcci.T.1 frtntiite should 
be put into effect against this bale¬ 
ful practice. I do not doubt that 
many men (|uite ns flangerous ns this 
prisoner are at large to-day, Oheah 
is the most seriou.s problem the mo¬ 
dern West Indi<*s have to face. No 
man can be said to be safe, from 
sudden death until this thing is 
stamped out by the most stringent 
measures.’’ 

Outwardly there is nothing to dis¬ 
tinguish the obeahman from the or- 
"dinary villager, unless it is T»erhaps 
his sinister look and ^>eculiar slouch¬ 
ing gait, as. carrying in one hand a 
long stick and in the other a cotton 
bag containing bits of broken bot¬ 
tles, cats or dogs’ teeth, nails, bones 
pins, bi4s of cloth, etc., he shuffles 
along the country roads or back 
trails on some deadly mission. Be- 
«-ides his more sinister trade of 
death, the obeahman deals in lovr 
philters and charm.'. Jt is. too, a 
well-known fact that in cases of law- 
.suit an obeahman is retained as well 
as a lawyer. Usually he “works” 
at home on the case, but occasional¬ 
ly he accompanies his client to court 
lor the purpose of casting spells on 
the i)roseculor and his witnesses and 
influencing the judge an»l jury. 

Cl'LTlVATING plants. 

The obeahman is well versed in all 
the vegetable poisons of the island, 
and sometimes cultivates in some re¬ 
mote valle^ in .the mountains a 
patch of deadly I'lants. He knows 
that the presence of vegetable poison 
is much harder to detect than that 
of mineral. Gnc of his fa^onte 
methods of poisoning, vhieh is dia¬ 
bolical in its ingeiHiit.v. is to soak 
the undergarments nf an intended 
\ict;m in a strong decoction of pois¬ 
onous herbs 'fhe poison is of 
course absorbed by the perspiring 
bod\ of the owner of the “doctored" 
garments, and his mysterious death 
soon follows. 

Equally dreaded with the obeah- 
men are the ’.Mial peoj»Ie.” or the 
• fan-eyed.” The minlman is be¬ 
lieved to injure his own or his 
clients’ enemies by depriving them 
of their shadows. It is believed 
that once the shadow of anyone is 
taken he can never be healthy, and 
in the event of his failing to recover 
it he must inevitably pine away and 
die. The shadow when taken is 
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^hi^h outsida force hod been employ¬ 
ed to coerce th<» people's represent a-

REALLY FRESH EGGS. 

The Danish Plan for Getting at 
the Truth. 

One co-operative company in Pen- 
mark which attends to the marketing 
of the egg product of 33..500 farmers 
stipulates that eggs more than se\- 
en da.'t's old must be drlivercil under 
pcnalt.v of a fine of SI ,.'14 for the 
first olTence and double that sum for 
later offences. The fanners are re- 
ijulrcd to take (heir eggs directlv to 
the local society to which they be¬ 
long, and the society is forbidden to 
keep eggs longer than four days after 
collection before .sending them to one 
of the shipping stations of the com¬ 
pany. 

It is also required that eggs b^ 
gathered every da.v, and in hot sum¬ 
mer d^.vs twice a day, and the nest.s 
must be barred at night so that 
fowls cannot have access to them. 

The comf»an.v guarantees to pur¬ 
chasers that nil eggs delivered are 
new' laid and clean, and each egg is 
stamped with the company s trade¬ 
mark for new laid eggs. I-Iach egg 
i.s also stamped with the numlter oi 
the local society from which it comes 
and with the number of the farmer 
who d'divers it. The company dv- 
cljn'*s to accept egg.s that arc not 
obviously clean. 

No other egg firoducers have studied 
tin.' egg market so closely ns the 
Paties. Because the English are the 
chief bu.Vers of Danish oggs,, the Eng¬ 
lish market is the basis upon which 
the egg |»rodiJcing business of r>en- 
mork has been built. 

'I'hc Danes have discovered that the 
Englishman wants an egg of a c*n-tnin 
size, and so eggs of this si/e .ire 
.supplied tojlhe British m.arket to the 
extent of I from 30.000,oon to* iO.- 
000,000 (JoBen a year, the Patus 
receiving fm- them on average of 
3.3 cents more a dozen than the av¬ 
erage price paid to all othei- proriuc- 
Ing countrie.s by Engli.^'hmen. 

It is becnu.se the Danes take .«so 
great an interest in practical, remun¬ 
erative poultry culture that they an- 
th^ largest exjiorters of eggs in thn 
world. In H>02 the exports <»f Dan¬ 
ish eggs reached 3.'».067.(JOO (If)7#*n. 

worth 30.1.'ll .000.
